Dashing a few yards to the bank 


of a shallow Inlet of Reel Foot lake, 
lie plunged in. 


A fusillade of bullets followed the 


fugitive, whose figure was dimly dis- 
cernible in the growing dawn o£ ap- 
proaching daylight. 


Wading and swimming, the aged at- 


torney pushed forward. Bullets and 
small shot on every side, but none 
struck him.

fire. The young teacher marshalled 
her pupils in a double row, the largest 
at the head, and ordered them to re- 
main In close order and not to break 
the line. She then directed the lead- 
ers to head for a plowed field nearby 
and the column started on a run, Miss

the county, and the state, all make a 
more or less earnest effort to solve the 
problems that are presented, but the 
average city takes no part in tho 
work, assumes no responsibility, but 
leaves it entirely to a few individuals, 
whose sense o£ duty impels them to 
lay aside the!r indifference and seek 
in an imperfect and blundering sort 
of way to relieve the distress of their 
fellow-men. 


Mr. Foster's Address. 


Continuing, Mr. Foster said in part: 
Perhaps, my friends, perhaps the cities 


• feel that in exempting from taxation a. 
large amount of property on the theory 
that It Is used for charitable purposes. 
they arc using us largo a part of tho tax- 
pavers' money for charitable purposes as 
can be justified. 
If the lar^e amounts 
thus rebated or refunded—for that Is 
•what it amounts to—were really used for 
charitable purposes, I believe it -would bt 


ample to meet every demand. But Is it 
thus used? It may be somewhere, but it 
is not in my community, and I believe my 
community is typical of most others. All 
over the country we have costly and re- 
dundant so-called temples of. worship that 
arc exempt from taxation. 
In 
nearly 


every city we have expensive and impos- 
ing structures used by Masons, Odd Fel- 
lows, Elks, Eagles, Knights of Pythias, 
Daughters of Rebekah. Sons of Abraham, 
Turnvercins, etc., which I am told are 
not taxed, or at least only such small 
part as may bo used for business pur- 
poses. Tho theory upon which much of 
this property is exempted from taxation 
is that it Is devoted to charitable pur- 
poses. As a matter of fact, this property 
s all devoted to a fairly high-class of 
uncial entertainment and enjoyment, and 
what, little charity is dispensed goes to 
those of the household of faith.
